INTRODUCTION 1 This publication contains latest figures for a comprehensive range of economic 


indicators. Statistics shown in this publication are the latest available at the date of 
preparation and may be subject to revision in subsequent issues. In a number of cases 
figures appearing in this publication are preliminary and are subject to revision in 
subsequent issues. Reference should therefore always be made to the latest issue or to 
the statistical publication on the specific subject. 


SEASONAL ADJUSTMENT 2 Seasonal adjustment is a means of removing the estimated effects of normal 

AND TREND ESTIMATION _ seasonal variation from the series so that the effects of other influences on the series can 
be more clearly recognised. Seasonal adjustment does not aim to remove the irregular 
or non-seasonal influences which may be present in any particular month. This means 
that month-to-month movements of the seasonally adjusted estimates may not be 
reliable indicators of trend behaviour. 


3 The smoothing of seasonally adjusted series reduces the impact of the 
irregular components of the seasonally adjusted series and creates trend estimates. 
These trend estimates are derived by applying a 13-term Henderson-weighted moving 
average to all months except the last six. The last six monthly trend estimates are 
obtained by applying surrogates of the Henderson average to the seasonally adjusted 
series. Trend series are used to measure the underlying behaviour of the series over 
time. 


4 While this smoothing technique enables estimates to be produced for the 
latest month, it does result in revisions to the most recent months as additional 
observations become available. Generally, subsequent revisions become smaller and 
after 3 months have a negligible impact on the series. Revisions also occur as a result of 
the annual review of seasonal factors.

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MAIN FEATURES 
EMPLOYMENT 


Trend estimates There was an increase of 1.1% in Tasmania’s employment over the 12 
months to September 1999. The largest percentage increase in 
employment was in South Australia (3.0%), followed by New South 
Wales (2.3%), Queensland (2.2%), Victoria (1.8%) and Western Australia 
(1.5%). (See table 39.) 
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THE LABOUR FORCE 


Trend estimates There were an estimated 216,700 persons (based on trend estimates) in 
the labour force in September 1999 and an estimated 370,000 civilian 
Tasmanians aged 15 years or more, yielding a labour force participation 
rate of 58.6%. This compares with 59.0% in September 1998. 


For males, the trend estimate of the participation rate was 68.3%, 
compared with 68.4% in September 1998. For females, the trend 
estimate of the participation rate was 49.3%, compared with 50.1% in 
September 1998. (See table 3.) 
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Trend estimates The trend estimate of the number of unemployed persons in Tasmania 
for September 1999 was 19,300. This compares with 23,000 for 
September 1998. The trend estimate of the unemployment rate of 8.9% 
in September 1999 compares with 10.6% in September 1998. 
(See table 3.) 


LIVESTOCK SLAUGHTERING 


Trend estimates In August 1999, the trend estimate for Tasmania for the slaughtering of 
cattle and calves increased by 4.4% over the previous month. Over the 
same period, the number of sheep and lambs slaughtered increased by 
6.3% and the number of pigs slaughtered fell by 1.3%. 


In August 1999, the trend estimate of the number of cattle and calves 
slaughtered was 26,000. This was 8.9% more than the number for 
August 1998 and 16.2% above the number for August 1997. 


The trend estimate for the slaughtering of sheep and lambs was 90,300 
in August 1999. This was 22.5% more than for August 1998, and 21.1% 
above the number for August 1997. 


The trend estimate of 6,700 pigs slaughtered in August 1999 was 4.8% 
less than for August 1998, but 6.6% above the trend estimate for August 
1997. (See table 21.) 


BUILDING APPROVALS 


Original terms There were 118 dwelling units approved during August 1999 in 
Tasmania, with new houses accounting for 101 of this total. The 
number of dwelling units approved during August 1999 was 25.3% 
below the July 1999 figure of 158, and 8.5% below the August 1998 
figure of 129. For the twelve months ended August 1999 there were 
1,437 new dwelling units approved, 9.7% below the 1,591 units 
recorded for the twelve months ended August 1998. 


At current prices, the value of new residential building approved in 
August 1999 was $11.7 million and the value of private non-residential 
building approved in August 1999 was $8.2 million. At current prices, 
the value of all building approved in August 1999 was $25.8 million. 
(See table 27.) 


HOUSING FINANCE 


Trend estimates The trend estimate for the number of secured housing finance 
commitments entered into in Tasmania in August 1999 was 818 
dwellings, lower than the previous month’s 822, but higher than the 
August 1998 figure of 747. 


The trend estimate for the total value of commitments in August 1999 
was $66 million, lower than the previous month’s $67 million. The 
August 1999 figure was higher than the August 1998 figure when the 
total value of commitments was $62 million. 


Nationally, the trend estimate for the total number of secured housing 
commitments entered into in August 1999 was 44,853, an increase from 
the previous month’s figure of 44,813. The trend estimate for the value 
of these commitments increased between July and August 1999 from 
$5,909 million to $5,951 million. 
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TOURIST ACCOMMODATION 


Original terms 


Rooms and units available in licensed hotels, motels and guest houses, 
and serviced apartments with 15 or more rooms or units decreased by 
0.8% in the June quarter 1999 compared with the June quarter 1998; 
however, there was an increase in capacity of motels and guest houses 
(0.4%). 


Room nights occupied increased overall by 5.6% in the June quarter 
1999 compared with the June quarter 1998. Room occupancy rates 
increased from 44.7% to 47.6% overall, with rates increasing for licensed 
hotels with facilities (from 44.0% to 48.1%), motels and guest houses 
(from 44.3% to 45.4%) and serviced apartments (from 47.6% to 50.2%). 


Takings from accommodation increased by 5.8% overall in the June 
quarter 1999 compared with the June quarter 1998, with takings 
increasing for licensed hotels with facilities (by 6.6%), motels and guest 
houses (by 4.2%) and serviced apartments (by 6.2%). Average takings 
per room night occupied decreased for licensed hotels with facilities 
(from $86 to $84), but increased for motels and guest houses (from $76 
to $77) and serviced apartments (from $96 to $100). (See table 31.)

OVERSEAS TRADE 


Original Terms 


There were 1,270 new motor vehicles (excluding motorcycles) 
registered in Tasmania during August 1999. This was 5.9% below the 
1,349 registered in July 1999 and 6.0% below the August 1998 figure of 
1,351. (See table 34.) 


In original terms, the estimate of retail turnover in Australia for August 
1999 was $11,341.3 million, 6.7% above the figure recorded in August 
1998. In original terms, the estimate of retail turnover in Tasmania for 
August 1999 was $256.6 million, 7.3% above the figure recorded in 
August 1998. 


In trend terms, the estimate of retail turnover in Australia for August 
1999 was $11,790.0 million, 6.3% above the figure recorded in August 
1998. In trend terms, the estimate of retail turnover in Tasmania for 
August 1999 was $269.4 million, 4.8% above the figure recorded in 
August 1998. (See table 35.) 


The total value of Tasmania’s overseas exports for the 1998-99 financial 
year was $2,020 million. This contributed 2.3% to the Australian total 
of $86,043 million. 


The value of Tasmania’s exports for the month of August 1999 was 
$149 million, a decrease of 5% over the month of July. Australia’s 
exports for August totalled $7,337 million, an increase of 3% over the 
July figure.

Tasmania’s major export destinations for the month of August were 
Japan ($40.9m), Hong Kong ($18.6m) and Taiwan ($16.6m). Major 
commodity groups exported for the month were non-ferrous metals 
($49.9m), followed by wood and woodchips ($31.9m). For the financial 
year 1998-99, major commodity groups exported were non-ferrous 
metals ($544.3m), wood and woodchips ($296.6m) and metalliferous 
ores and scraps ($277.9m).
